ping, are operating somewhere in the 
South seas. 
Tho dispatch, ^transmitting the story 
of Captain Flador Smith of the Ameri­ 
can schooner C. Slade, of the Seead- 
ler's victims, was sent on September 
29. several weeks after the two new 
raiders left Mopeha island, w here they 
had been captured by the Germans. 
Th** first put to sen August 21 and the 
other September 5, and it probably 
was their operations which led to re­ 
cent reports of folders in the Pacific. 
Long List of Victims. 
Before coming to grief on August I, 
the Seeadler had added the American 
schooners A. B. Johnson, Manila and 
Slade to the list of at least 12 Allied J 
vessels which she sank early this year I 
in the South Atlantic ocean.

Engages Austrian Destroyers. 
Tim Italian naval commander, hav­ 
ing learned Austrian ships were mov­ 
ing along the eastern shore of the 
Adriatic, order*-*! a squadron of Itallau 
destroyers to attack them. Th** squad­ 
ron was precede*I by the light cruiser 
Aquila. 
The vessel sighted two Ans 
trine destroyers of tho Tatra type, 
headed towards Cattaro, the Austrian 
naval base. 
The Aquila put on full 
speed and attacked the destroyers. 
Fire Breaks Out lr* Hold. 
Just as it appeared that th*- Austrian 
vessels would lie obliged to Huceutnb, a 
fire broke out on bourd Hie Aquila, 
which compelled that vessel to suspend 
tile engagement while efforts wore he 
lug made to subdue the flames.
